the first car of an A t l a n t i c Coast Line 
excursion train from Kingston, N. C., 
to this city, were killed or Injured six 
miles from here shortly after noor. 
Thursday. 
The train, consisting of 


the engine and six coaches, plunged 
through an open draw ot' tho bridge 
at Brticu Station, the engine and one 
coach being coTttpletely submerged in 
about twelve i'eot of watur and the 
second Coach partly submerged. 


It is difficult at this time to estimate 


the number of the dead. H is believed 
that every person in the first: car per- 
ished, none having yet been accounted 
for. 


With the exception of the 
train 


crew and. the promoters of the excur- 
sion, all aboard wore negroes. The 
engineer, fireman and conductor es- 
caped. 


The specific orders of tho road to 


stop all trains at the bridge, whether 
the draw is open or not, was appar- 
ently ignored. The train plunged into 
tho abyss. Both engineer aml^ fireman 
discoverer, the open draw loo late to 
stop the train. The air brakes were 
applied, but did not. work properly. 


The scene following the wreck was 


one of Indescribably horror, with the 
shrieking of men. women and children 
who were drowning, struggling out of 
the partly submerged coach and float- 
ing in the river. 


The passengers who were uninjured 


in;mediately started to rescue those 
imprisoned in the cars.

NO SHORTAGE 


IN CANAL FUND 


Plenty Of Money To Carry The Great/ Panama 


Water Way Through To Completion. 


PAVE WAY FOR RESUMPTION SOON 


Railroads Are To Be Built To Carry Away The Dirt As 


Fast As It Is Dug Up—More Shelter 


And Food For The Men. 


[si'ECi.u. BY sciurrs-M'KAi;.] 


New York, AUT. IS.—"It is not true 


that there iias been any shortage or 
that plans for 'pushing the canal work 
were curtailed for lack of money re- 
cently," was tbe statement of Theo- 
dore P. Shouts, chairman of the Pan- 
ama com mission. 


"The question of funds lias not in- 


terfered; with our plans at Panama 
in any way. When last the commis- 
sion met. to project work on the cana! 
there was still a surplus ol' about $1,- 
31)0,000 which would have been let't 
over Jan. kout of the funds then avail- 
able. Since that time this surplus has 
been expended In the purchase and 
equipment of two steamships. 


"No financial difficulties that I know 


of have since arisen. 
There is. more- 


over, scarcely a possibility that the 
work could be impeded for lack of 
funds because the commission has the 
right at all times to contract against 
the appropriation of congress. 


Railways Must Be Built. 


"The order issued: by the commis- 


sion during its recent visit to Panama 
to cease excavation on the canal was 
due to the fact that they must have 
railroads laid to carry away the dirt. 
It was further issued because the em- 
ployes had to have a place to live in 
before they could be 'expected to work, 
and because a good commissary was 
imperative. 


"Finally, there was a lack of suffi- 


cient terminals, both for the railroads 
and for the ocean shipping. 0,000 tons 
of which lay piled up with no means of 
'handling it. 


"This is all preliminary work, which 


ought to have been done at the outset 
of operations on the canal, but which 
was not, done.... It. is^not a l'act_ that 


this preparatory \Vorr wi ^"occupy a 
year before the actual construction ol 
the canal can be resumed. 
I cannot 


predict the exact length of time in 
which the preliminaries will be 'fin- 
ished, but it -will probably be about 
three to four months. 


"All 
these different lines of prelim- 


inary work are being carried on sim- 
ultaneously and not one at s. time." 


The commission at Washington is- 


sued the following on the appropria- 
tion, for the canal work: 


Issues Official Statement. 


"It was officially stated at the'isth- 


mian canal commission that of the ap- 
propriation, by congress of $10,000,000 
for the construction of the canal 'there 
was on April 1 an available balance 
to the credit of this appropriation of 
$7,42G,56S. 


"During the month of April the ex- 


penditures from this appropriation ag- 
gregated $473,000, during May ?503,- 
000. 
during June $659,000, during July 


5770,000 for wages, salaries, materi- 
als, supplies and equipment. 


"During Juiy there was an unusual 


expenditure for the purchase of two 
ships at $030,000 each, not included in 
the July expenditures above. 


"During August, up to and including 


the lath, $250,000 had been expended. 
This left to the balance of the appro- 
priation on Aug. 15, $2,810,713, in ad- 
dition to which each of the two dis- 
bursing officers had iu hand $500,000 
on that date. 


"The 
average 
expenditure 
per 


month, leaving out of consideration 
the purchase of these two ships, was 
about $050,000, and at that rate the 
?2,810,713 will last until early in Jan- 
uary, which is according to the sched- 
ule fixed by Mr. Shouts on. April 1."

Washington, D. C.—While the ro-

cent exploitation of grafting m the 
departments of tho government is in- 
teresting and, coupled 
with the ex- 


pose of similar corruption in business 
ami politics, has served a purpose by 
directing public attention to its ex- 
istence, is it not possible that con- 
siderable more noise has been made 
than is 
justifiable? 
This 
question 


,- be answered by a brief review 


„. the conditions prevailing in the 
public service and it will be well, be- 
fore condemning those against whom 
suspicion is now directed, to take into 
consideration the important fact that 
they are merely 
a part and a small 


part of the system which extends, 
it is safe 10 say, through every de- 
partment of the 
government. 
Fur- 


ther, one should remember that as 
the departments are great business 
organizations they are 
modeled on 


the lines of other businesses, and it 
is reasonable to expect that practices 
.pri:vnilmg in private business will 
bo found in the departments. 
Theo- 


retically, a higher standard of con- 
duct may be set for public servants 
than for corporation employees and 
possibly it may be truthfully said that 
as "public office is a public trust" the 
public service is conducted 
on the 


whole more cleanly than would be 
the case of a private corporation do- 
ing the same amount of business. Yet 
human nature 
is pretty 
much the 


same and while the public service 
is doubtless above the average 
of 


private service of similar magnitude, 
there can bo but a certain margin and 
as grafting spreads in private busi- 
ness ir. may be expected to grow in 
the public .business in about the same 
proportion. 
Therefore, its existence 


in the departments, should occasion 
no aurpnse, and, as it has been known 
so long,'though perhaps not so pub- 
licly exploited, the exclamations, ex- 
postulations and explanations 
which 


follow in the wake of the recent rev- 
elations arc a source of some amuse- 
ment to cynical observers. 


Incidentally tho question arises as 


to what standard shall be set; shall 
conduct tolerated and even applauded 
in private life be 
condemned Jf dis- 


covered in the public service, and fi- 
nally, what are 
what is "graft"" 
understands the siluaLion better and 
considers the above more carefully it 
•will be in a better position to cope 
•with the evil. 


To one familiar wit.h 
department 


life it is as easy to trace the line of 
.graft through the 
departments as it 


is for a hound to follow a scent. It 
is like a stream . originating .in a 
pure and limpid lake, it's c'rystal wa- 
ters finally reaching the ocean a 'dis- 
colored sluggish movement 
of mud 


emptying through 
a dozen mouths; 


yet it is water from start to 'finish. 
At the door of every 
bureau 
chief 


stands a colored messenger. 
In al- 


most every instance he smokes and 
appreciates the gift of a good cigar. 
Consequently the frequent callers who 
recognize this fact 
and occasionally 


remember him thus, ' earn 
his good 


•will. 
The salary of a messenger is 


small, usually not more than ?GO per 
month, frequently less; he has a wife, 
one or two children, perhaps more. 
Often lie has been a waiter and ac- 
customed to "tips;" in such cases 
anything from 
a quarter up is ac- 


ceptable. No harm in that; this is 
the pure source of the stream. But 
a messenger has .ears, he also has 
eyes; he can 
often give 
valuable 


hints; on a desk may lie certain pa- 


ment carpenter showed him the pile 
of boxes he was making for the head 
of the department. 


Now, in this particular case, where 


is the line to be drawn between the 
clerk who takes a pencil, a pad of pa- 
per or a few pens and the head of 
die department who gets fifty or a. 
hundred dollars worth of boxes? Does 
it fall just at the desk- of the bureau 
chief who takes his in "bottles" or 
immediately behind 
the messenger 


who takee cigars and tips? 


Mr. U. is an eighteen hundred dol- 


lar clerk wiio sometimes handles im- 
portant papers. One day he mentions 
to a friend that from a paper passing 
through his hands that day he knows 
the department is about to make a 
decision which will not be made pub- 
lic for some days. 
Tho friend is 
a 


stock broker and knows the effect of 
the decision will 'be to make a certain 
stock go up. He accordingly makes a 
quick turn, realizes a handsome profit 
and the clerk gets a good dinner. 
Another case,

important, is 


pending. 
"If you can find out how 


that case is to be decided and let me 
know I will take five hundred shares 
and 'carry' fifty for you," 
says the 


friend. 
The clerk does so and by a 


"fortunate specula-Jon" adds several 
hundred dollars to his slim bank ac- 
count. 
Later he reappears as a bu- 


reau chief about to make a decision; 
one way a stock will go up, another 
down. 
By this time lie has accumu- 


lated some money of his own: an in-

thro.ugh other brokers, if he wishes to 
be extra cautious, the decision 
is 


made and he pockets 
a large gain.

MATTER WITH 


IOWA? 


The state census just 
completed 


ehows thane the state of. Iowa has 
]ost 15,000 in population during the 
last five years. This is the state that 
Governor" La Follefte has been hold- 
ing up as a model. 


The Chicago Tribune attempts to 


account for the .shrinkage by errors in 
the work of enumerators, but. this is 
not at all likely. 
The population of 


Iowa i® largely composed of farmers 
and any intelligent school boy would 
be able to list them correctly. 


The largest city in' the state 
is 


Des Moines, 
with a 
population of 


62,000. and all the cities in the state 
contain less than half a million peo- 
ple. 
v 


There is something radically wrong; 


•with Iowa, and the wrong is so ap- 
parent that it is'not difficult to dis- 
cover. The farming lands of the state 
are'as rich as a garden and the whole 
area has been under cultivation for 
the past 25 years. 


There are no more farmers in the 


state than there were .ten years ago 
and this class of population has reach- 
ed the limit for 
all time to come. 


The growth of any well developed 


state does not come from the agri- 
cultural districts. 
The tendency rath- 


er is towards decrease, as the work 
of the farm has been so revolution- 
ized ;by improved machinery that la- 
bor is reduced to the minimum. 
> 


The only hope for growth is in the 


cities, and the people of Iowa said 25 
years ago, "We 
have no iise for 


cities." 
They preferred 
to convert 


the state into a big cornfield and have 
accomplished just what they started 
out to accomplish. 


The people made a mistake, and 


some of them realize it, but Governor 
Cunfmins and men of his class, still 
point with pride to the great state 
of Iowa and its model government. 


The city o£ Des 
Moines 
today 


should have a population of half a 
million. 
Cedar Rapids should have 


the same number, while half a dozen 
other cities in the state should use 
half a dozen figures in recording pop- 
ulation. 


What's the matter with these cities 


•which are practically at a standstill? 
They were killed years ago by gran- 
ger legislation. 
Notice was served 


on the railroads that they could not 
do business in the state except on the 
distance tariff basis, and this was the 
death knell to all 
manufacturing in- 


dustries. 


When the law went into effect the 


city of Marshalltown with half a doz- 
en growing industries, abandoned the 
field, and within 30 days 130 carloads 
of machinery were shipped out of the 
state and the factories permanently 
closed. 


These conditions existed through- 


out the state and the city of Milwau- 
kee for the past 20 years has manu- 
factured more goods than the entire 
state of Iowa. 
• That's what's the matter with Iowa. 
Ic. takes people to make a city and it 
requires industries 
to support tho 


people. 


Iowa through foolish and fanatical 


legislation has sacrificed more than 
population, for the cities of a state 
make the home market which is the 
best market in the world. 


The people of Wisconsin have boon 


advised to adopt the policy of Iowa 
in dealing with the railroads of the 
stale, and many people have 
been 


carried away with the idea. There is 
only one outcome to this policy, and 
Iowa presents the object lesson which 
experience has wrought out. 


The manufacturers 
and 
the rail- 


roads, working together, have brought 
to Wisconsin development and pros- 
perity in rare degree. Tho man who

Less Than a Gallon May Be Sold for 


Medicinal Purposes —Not To 


Be Used on 
Premises. 


Copies of the new legislation af- 


fecting pharmacists have been receiv- 
ed by,several of the Janesvllle drug- 
store men. 
The act to amend Sec- 


tion ]54Sa of the ;i-iatr.ies of 1S9S, 
relating tbe excise and the sale of 


I intoxicating liquors, approved on June 
1.12, 1POD, has hereto fore escaped the 
noiice of many. 
While it provides 


that a town or village board or com- 
mon council may grant to a register- 
ed pharmacist the right to sell strong, 
spirituous, 
and 
ardent liquors 
for 


i medicinal, 
scientific, or 
mechanical 


purposes, it limits the quantity sold 
at any one time to less than one gal- 
lon and stipulates that it shall not be 
drank ou the premises. 
In towns 


and cities where the license for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors as bever- 
ages is not granted, the buyer must 
file a certificate duly witnessed ami 
sworn l.o or a physician's prescription, 
declaring for wiiat purpose the liquor 
is to be used. These cen.ifica.tcs and 
prescriptions must be filed and jire- 
served and considered public record

Fay's Escape 


The escape of Eddie Fay from the

Flaherty, had sawed, his way out of 
that structure and escaped. He was 
lockud in. the cage on the second floor 
of the jail and sometime during the 
night of August 23th and 20th made

IS PENURIOUS 


Letters Left by Suicide De- 


clare His Family Has Been 


Near Starvation, 


PLACES 
BLAME ON RELATIVE 


Asserts That Though His Mother's Son 


Had Given $50,000 for a Library He 
Had Not One Penny for His Nevt of 
Kin.'

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 18.—Unmask- 


ing the double identity he had main- 
tained for twenty-five years, Joseph 
A. Thompson committed, suicide. 
He 


left two letters, one of which related 
to w.hnt he termed his "double life," 
and the other detailed his relationship 
with his brother, William R. Thomp- 
son of Speakhill, N. Y.. who is raied 
ns being worth ' $7,000,000. and 
who 


man-led Mary Thaw, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the Pittsburg millionaire. 


In his farewell letter the suicide said 


his brother had- given $50.000 to a 
library, but. he had not aided him, al- 
though he arid his family had been 
near starvation for several monibs. 


During the last twenty-five years he 


had adopted the name of Thomas so 
that Pven his grown up children did 
not know, his real name and their 
wealthy relatives. His wife knew o£ 
his change of name, and Thompson 
claims his brother also was aware of 
his reasons for adopting a new name. 


Obeys Notice to Move, 


Thompson was- found dead on a 


ber.ch in the park near the Belmont 
mansion. Beside him were two letters 
and a notice that he must vacate thfi 
house, at. 190S South Hicks ptreet, in 
which he lived with his wife and four 
children. 


Onn of Thompson's letters is as fol- 


lows: 


"1 Joseph ' Alexander Thompson of 


Pil.tsburg. Pa., am a son of Andrew 
Thin-ley Thompson, who for years was 
agent, of the Young Men's Bible Socie- 
ty of Allegheny county. My brother, 
William R. Thompson of Sparkhill, N. 
Y., knovs my circumstances but. will 
not help me nor my family. 
He mar- 


ried Mary Thaw, a daughter df Will- 
iam Thaw, who died" in Paris and who 
was second vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad ar.d also was the 
father of Alice Thaw, who married- the 
earl of Yarmouth, ar.rl Harry Thaw, 
who marrie':! Evelyn Xesbit, the art- 
ist's model. I am.connected with Har- 
riet Thaw, who lives on a cross street 
between Ninth and Tenth, aud who is 
allowed to live in- squalor with rats as 
her companions. 


Leavos Family to Starve.

happy future for you ar.d the chil- 
dren. I am only in the way. 


"Brother Will will help you when 


I am gone for charity's sake. I grant 
you 1,000 kisses. It is all I have to 
give you. 
Frorn your unhappy and 


unworthy husband, 


"J. A. Thompson." 


Brother Makes Denial. 


Nyack, N. Y., Aug. 18.—William R. 


Thompson, at Sparkhill, when told of 
his brother's suicide, said that the 
habits of his brother were such that 
he expected at any time to hear of 
his death by accident or suicide. Mr. 
Thompson denied emphatically he had 
not aided- him. 


"For years 1 have been sending him 


money, but he would spend it faster 
than I could send it to him. At times 
I lost all patience with him.

to the poor. Mr. George B. Robbins, 
president of the company, saw 
the 


point and not only replied placing all 
the ice at his disposal for tbis pur- 
pose but notified the 
other 
freight 


agents wherever the cars happened 
to be, to give the ice to charitable 
institutions" and to the poor of their 
towns. 
In some cases the ice was 


handed over to the Salvation Army 
and in others given away 
by 
the 


freight agents. At Chattanooga alone 
between'two and three hundred tons 
of ice were distributed: and the total 
amount ran up into the • thousands. 
Counting- the freight, tbe ice was 
.worth, at the points where it was. giv- 
en away, about five dollars a ton, so 
it is estimated that he distribution 
cost .the Armour company al least ten 
thousand dollars.
